If  you  l"ok  hack  ou  the  history* of  hu¬ 
man  progress,  you  will  hud  that  none  of 
tin  gn-ni  epoch  making  iuvemiotis  ha* 
ever  b«-en  patent. ^1.  The  man  who  lit  : 
the  first  liri — whether  I-*rometheus  or 
the  puny  from  whom  he  stole  the  idea  i 
— did  nut  get  a  patent  for  it  Neither 
did  the  man  who  made  the  first  wheel,  { 
iu  i  vr  rjr  sense  one  of  the  uimi  revo- 
lutiouury  invefitions  in  the  history  of 
tuan.  1  he  same  thing  may  be  said  of 
the  invention  of  soap,  candles,  gunpow¬ 
der,  umbrellas  and  the  manner’s  com- 
pu/»,  or,  to  come  down  to  our  own  day, 
of  the  steam  engine  uml  the  electric  tele¬ 
graph. 

Patents  are  mostly  concerned  with 
small  me<  hanicul  details  and  improve¬ 
ment* — it  may  be  in  the  application  of 
,  steam  and  electricity — and  by  means 
these,  patents  »inortn<>us_proflia  have  been 
auenn  d  to  w-coud  ruti  iilVeutorm,  but  the 
great  idea*  and  discoveries  which  un¬ 
derlie  these  detuila  h»v».  U-eu  given  to 
the  world  gratis. 

There  is  a  general  notion  that  if  you 
did  not  protect  inventions  by  means  of 
patents  inventors  would  cease  to  invent 
and  material  progress  would  come  to  a 
standstill.  But  history  does  not  hear  this 
out  iu  the  least.  Men  with  groat  me¬ 
chanical  gifts  do  not  exercise  them  sole¬ 
ly  with  a  view  to  commercial  profit  any 
more  than  astronomers  search  the  heav¬ 
ens  for  dew  worlds  with  an  eye  to  regis¬ 
tering  patents  and  floating  companies 
ou  th«’  results  of  their  discoveries.  —  Lou¬ 
don  Truth.

water  is  as  inexhaustible as  the  sea. 
The  sea  is  the  Lord’s,  for  ho  made  it,  aud 
his  bauds  fotfined  tbe  dry  laud.  All 
honor  to  the  Dutchmen,  then,  for  they 
make  dry  laud  too.  A  writer  iu  The 
Exumiuer  says: 

I  saw  them  making  it  by  naming  tho 
mud  aud  water  brought  np  by  dredging 
over  .-paces  inclosed  by  dikes  aud  drain¬ 
ing  off  the  water  at  out.  corner.  Other 
iuclosnres  had  beeu  filled,  aud  the  mud 
was  drying.  About  oue- third  of  Holland 
is  made  laud,  and  it  is  the  best  in  the 
world.  Huch’ crops  of  wheat  aud  rye  as 
the  farmers — >tueu,  womeu  and  chi  Id  rep 
— are  uow  gathering  I  never  saw  before. 
The  methods  are  primitive,  the  old 
fashioned  Mickle  and  cradle  being  Rt  ill 
uaed.  The  frequency  of  the  ditches  and 
the  lodging  of  tbe  grain  hardly  allow 
other  methods. 

How  would  you  like  to  have  a  ditch 
for  a  dooryard  fence  aud  a  swinging 
bridge  for  a  front  gate?  They  have  them 
in  Rotterdam.  When  your  friends  call, 
you  go  out  und  swing  the  bridge  and 
let  them  in.  And  would  you  like  to  wee 
people  wearing  wooden  shoes  and  going 
to  and  from  (lie  markets  with  dogcarts ? 
You  can  §••*  them  In  Rotterdam.  The 
cart  Inis  tu  o  wheels  under  the  middle  of 
tbe-lmdy,  arid  the  dog  runs  between  the 
wheels.  Considerable  Carting  is  done  by 
men  using  similar  vehicles — one  uiuu 
palling,  another  pushing. 

How  would  you  like  to  have  your 
house  so  built  that  you  could  seal  up 
tho  lower  Stories  in  case  of  u  flood? 
They  huve  them-  so  in  Rotterdam,  and 
tiny  had  need  to  seal  them  only  lust 
year.  Half  the  streets  are  canals  and 
tbe  other  half  dikes  in  some  parts  of 
the  city. 

Sitting  in  front  of  the  Hotel  Weimar, 
some  of  the  women  sniffed  anodeg  more 
fragrant  than  Rotterdam  cheese.  -  What 
is  it?  Where  is  it?  It’s  caraway.  It's 
in  the  buy  tho  horse  is  eating  ou  the 
canal  bunk.  No,  it  isn't.  It's  here  in 
these  sacks,’’  There  wus  a  whole  boat¬ 
load  of  it,  aud  men  were  curry iug  it 
upon  their  Bhoulders.  I  did  not  suppose 
there  was  so  much  caraway  seed  in  the 
world,  or  that  any  one  raised  it  to  sell, 
but  the  Dutch  xuuko  u  living  aud  save 
money  to  lend  to  Americans  by  saving 
mint,  anise  and  enmrnin.  One  sees  much 
to  smile  at  in  Holland.

The  Pate  of  Peach  Stone*. 

What  do  you  suppose  becomes  of  all 
tbe  peach  stones  that  are  discarded  by 
the  hundreds  ol  thousands  in  tbe  great 
peach  canning  factories,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  many  that  are  left  from  the 
peaches  we  are  all  eating  ever  day  while 
the  delioioos  fruit  lasts?  Have  you  ever 
thought  anything  ubout  them  except 
that  they  were  not  good  to  eat?  They 
aro  not.  That  is  so,  but  they  have  a  use, 
however— several,  indeed,  which  ure 
enumerated  as  follows  in  the  New  York 
Times :  Bushels  and  bushels  of  them  are 
sold  to  fruit  growers,  who  plant  them 
to  grow  young  peach  trees  that  are  in 
turn  set  out  for  peach  orchards.  From 
the  oil  of  tbe  kernel  that  is  found  in 
the  inside  of  the  stone  a  powerful  drug, 
prussic  acid,  is  distilled.  It  is  a  poison 
if  taken  even  in  a  very  small  quantity, 
bnt  it  is  a  valuable  and  useful  drug  for 
various  laboratory  purposes.  A  third  use 
of  the  peach  fiitn  is  to  dry  them  und  nse 
for  fuel,  for  which  purpose  they  are  ex¬ 
cellent 

St.  Paul’*  Cathedral. 

Everybody  who  has  beeu  to  London 
has  seen  St  Paul’s  cathedral.  Its 
mighty  doifie  and  the  golden  cross  above 
it  look  out  over  miles  of  Bmoky  streets. 
Tbe  preseut  St  Paul's  was  built  by  Sir 
Christopher  Wren,  who  designed  so 
many  London  chnrchea  It  was  begun 
in  1675  and  was  not  finished  till  1711. 
It  is  865  feet  high,  just  as  many  feet  as 
there  are  days  in  the  year.  In  it  are  the 
tombs  of  many  of  England's  greatest 
heroes,  including  those  of  Lord  Nelson 
and  the  Duke  of  Wellington.  Sir  Chris¬ 
topher  himself  is  buried  there,  and 
nearly  everybody  has  heard  of  his  fine 
epitaph,  ‘  ‘Si  monumentum  requiris,  cir- 
cumspice"  (if  you  seek  for  his  monu¬ 
ment,  look  around  you).  That  is,  you 
will  find  it  in  the  noble  cathedral  he 
erected.  And  what  nobler  monument 
could  an  architect  covet? 


Postofflces  on  the  Seas. 

On  tbe  south  coast  of  Patagonia,  on 
the  strait  of  Magellan,  it  is  told,  there 
is  a  postoffloe  without  either  postman 
or  clerk.  Near  the  shore  is  a  large  sign¬ 
post  with  “Postofflce”  written  upon  it, 
while  attached  by  strong  chains  to  its 
foot  is  a  very  strong  chest,  which  is  the 
postofflce.  Ships  passing  through  the 
strait  send  a  boat  to  the  shore  to  fetch 
any  letters  there  may  happen  to  be  ad - 
'  dressed  to  their  ports  of  call,  and  also 
leave  any  letters  they  may  wish  to  be 
loft  in  the  opposite  direction.  There  is 
another  similar  postofflce  in  the  Torres 
strait,  in  Australia.
